Ottaws, April 6.—(Canadian Press) 
—Cordlitions in the west hay been ser- 
ious for Uhe past two years; agricul’ur 
al products have been selling for less 
than the cost of production, the farm- 
ers’ s°curity is exhausted aud our far- 
mers are bankrupt. This was 1 sum- 
may of the western farmer’s enndi'ion 
as outlined to the house comn,'ttee on 
agriculture by H. W. Wood, r present- 
ing the Canadian Council of Agricui- 
ture. Western farmers asked for re-- 
establishment of the wheat board, be- 
cause they believed they ‘would t 
better prices for their wheat. Mr. 
Wood believed the wheat poard would 
add $25,000,000 to the farmers’ income 
by handling this year’s product, 

The farmers did not ask a fixed 
pris, but they believed that the wheat 

rd would give them an év‘n break 
in marketing their wheat. The crop 
would be cont~olled in its flow to the 
market rather than being dumped on 
the market at threshing time in order 
that the farmers might meet their 
dbts. A wheat board would not add 
to the consumers’ outlay, Mr. Wood 
declared. ‘It would not permanently 
solve the financial problem, but 
there was a wheat board this fall the 
Whole country would benefit. “No in- 
dustry can continue to operate at a 
loss,”” Mr. Wood asserted, “unless this 
loss is dhecked there must be a serious 
curtailment of production on our 
farms.” Thre had been objection to 
a wheat board because it was compul- 
sory, but the grain marketing system 
at present was compulsory because a 
man could not sell his grain ou side of 
it. This problem could not be solved 
along sentimental lines. There must 
be action to relieve present conditions, 

“We come to you in absolute dis- 
tress,” he said. “We are in a finan- 
cial condition which is a‘ttually appal- 
ling. We ask only a small measure of 
relief, which we believe, is in the inter- 
ests of every class in Canada, We may 
work a hardship on a very limited 
number of people but will not harm 
any legitimate interest. This is the 
omy possible immediate practical re- 
lief on the sale of wheat,”

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A SUCCESSFUL SESSION, 

The first session of the Farmers’ government in Alberta has 
now passed into history, and Premier Greenfield and his cabinet ap- 
pear to have conducted the affairs of the province as successfully 
and as satisfactorily as any of their predecessors, 

There were both party opponents and party papers who had 
quite made up their minds that nothing good could come from sucl 
a government, but as the session proceeded numerous cases were 
brought to light where “fools who came to scoff remained to pray.” 

While very little complaint can be found with the Greenfield 
government for the manner in which it carried on during its first 
session in harness, yet it is just possible that the largest percentage 
of disappointed and disgruntled ones may be found among the rank 
and file of the Progressive supporters themselves. We do not 
mean to say for a minute that this feeling is genral, but there are 
no doubt some who appear to have had the idea that the going into 
power of a farmers’ government meant nothing short of the com): 
plete emancipation of Alberta farmers from all the ills, ailments, 
overdrafts, droughts, etc., to which they had been subjected for 
years past. To these it may appear that the new government is 
not introducing new legislation rapidly enough, or making money 
and easier to get hold of. It might be well to remember in this 
connection, that although we now have an agrarian government in 
this province, its members have not yet been successful in making 
money grow on the trees around the legislative buildings. 

That prospects are bright for the favorable administration of 
labor legislation now on the statute book and that the drafting . of 
further social legislation is assured through the action of the gov- 
ernment in sanctioning the creation of a bureau of labor, was the 
opinion expressed by Fred White, Labor member for Calgary. 

Viewing the results of the session from the labor members’ 
point of view, Mr. White said: “We look for more sympathetic ad- 
ministration of labor legislation now on the statute books. With 
the minimum wage board, labor will not fare too badly until the fall 
session, when there will be a general revision of the compensation 
act. From that time on we can judge the farmers’ attitude toward 
labor.” 

Mr. White declared that he in common with the two other la- 
bor members who are not in the government, P. M. Christophers, of 
Rocky Mountain, and W. G. Johnston of Medicine Hat, felt that it 
was too early in the game to pass judgment on the new government 
and declared that until the government had been given a greater 
opportunity to prove its ability, those who would criticize should be 
most Jenient and make due allowance for inexperience in adminis- 
trative matters. 

The official opposition has had no serious criticism to offer, the

Redemption Time 
Extended Until 
May 1 This Year 


IMPORTANT PROVISIONS IN NEW 
TAX SALE ACT TO BECOME 
EFFECTIVE SHORTLY 


Edmonton.—Impvertant provisions in 
the New Tax Sale Relief Act, just 
passed by the egisalture which pro- 
vide for extension of time for redemp- 
tion of crown lands from tax sales, are 
dalled to the attention of residents of 
the municipalities. 

Undex tins new act, the time for 
the edemption of all lands included i: 
pans registered in the land titles of- 
fices, and all lands includ.d in the 
corporaie limit sof towns and villages, 
has been extended until May 1, of this 
year. In this connection, the secretary 
treasurer of a town or village or mun- 
icipality is required to publish a notice 
to this effect twice ina publication in 
the district, or in one which has a gen- 
eral circulation in the district and t 
call attention to the fact that lists oi 
these lands so in arrears can be pro- 
cured from him. 

In the case of farm lands, whici. 
were included in the 1920 tax sale, the 
time for redemption is extended until 
Nov. 1 next, and the procedu-e in this 
connection is outlined in the new act. 
In the cpse of cities, the same proced- 
ure applies as in the case of towns ana 


villages.

« same month last year, but there ap- 
pears to have been, judging from the 
returns of the Dominion Live Stock 
Branch, to have been somewhat of @ 
rush to market, At the five principal 
markets in the country, namely, Mont- 
real, Toronto, Winnipeg, Calgary and 
Edmonton ,the reecipts this year and 
last year, in February, were respect- 
ively: cattle, 34,832, and 81,786; 
calves, $9,250 and 6,016; hogs, 60,146 
and 48,671, and \shcep, 18,478 and 14,- 
446, the largest number in each case 
being for this year. The average de- 
cline this year in prices per hundred- 
weight for February cpmpared with 
the same month last year at the five 
markets was: cattle $1.93; calves $2.30 
hogs $2.09, and sheep $1.65. :

The structure of the British Empire and the conception of empire. enter- 
tained by the British people, both at home and abroad, has long been a puzzle 
to other nations and peoples. With the exception of the British themselves, 


peopie have been unable, as a rule, to harmonize the idea of several nations, 
each cnjoying autonomous government and to all intents and purposes quite 
independent, constituting a compact and united Empire. 
Possibly nowhere in the world was there a more mistaken conception of 
the unity and strength of the British Empire entertained than in Germany 
prior to 1914, Intelligent and presumably well informed German. writers 
confidently predicted that the’ first-serious .war in which Great Britain was 
involved would be a signal for Canada, Australia and South Africa to throw 
off what they termed “the British yoke.” Equally confident were-the pre- 
dictions that India would blaze into revolt, that Irishmen would rebel almost 
to a man, and that Egypt would quickly drive the British there into the sea. 
The loosely constituted British Empire would, they declared, quickly fall to 
pieces. \ 
But the Great War had not really begun before it became manifest to the 
world that the British Empire’ was one and indivisible, many times stronger 


—s 


and more united than any of the empires of old held together by force and | 


great armies. Instead of repudiating their allegiance to the British crown, 
Canada.and Australia poured out their wealth and their manhood voluntarily 
and enthusiastically in support of their common Empire. The few discon- 
tented ones in South Africa were quickly quelled, and South Africa proceed- 
ed to render equally valuable aid to the Empire. India provided hundreds 
of thousands of soldiers and untold wealth, and brought about the downfall 
of Turkey in Mesopotamia and Palestine.

With the ending of the war, the peaceful evolution of the British Em- 
pire proceeds apace. By the free act of the British Govetnmnt and Parlia- 
ment, Ireland is constitutd a Free State within the Empire; the protectorate 
over Egypt is brought to an end and the ancient land of the Pharoahs granted 
autonomous government; step by step the rights.and powers of self-govern- 
ment are being freely given to India just as rapidly as the people are capable 
of exercising those rights and powers. 

Some unthinking people who fail to understand the genius of British 
administration profess to see in these things a gradual weakening of the Em- 
pire. They are sadly mistaken. These developments are signs of the 
strength of the Empire, not of any inherent weakness, and as time passes 
each of these units in the great British commonwealth of nations will. give 
added strength and power to what is today the most powerful international 
force in existence, and the greatest stabilizing force in the world today. 

Many nations have yet to learn that the extension of the liberties of the 
subject make for increased loyalty and, therefore, national strength, while 
policies of repression and coercion but add fuel to the flames of discontent, 
and, if persisted ‘in, must inevitably end in disaster. 

The British way is the human way, the commonsense way, the Christian 
way. One unit in this great British family of nations may find it necessary, 
in working out its own development and advancing its own welfare, to adopt, 
say a tariff against the products of one of its sister nations, and the world 
at once interprets this as a weakening in the links that bind the Empire to- 
gether. But hot so. If the adoption of sucha policy is found essential to 
the tipbuilding of a particular part of the Empire, and adds to the strength 
of that part, then the whole Empire is made stronger. | But should the right 
to. take such action be denied to any part, not only would that part be crip- 
pled in is development but irritation would arise which would prove a weak- 
ness and menace. to the whole. 

Kipling voice eda great truth when he wrote 

“Daughter am I in my mother’s house 
But mistress in my own.” 

This is the relationship which ‘exists throughout the civilized world in 
the family circle. It exists just as truly in the family of nations. The 
British have recognized the fact, and are acting upon it, with the result that 
the. Empire is steadily growing in strength and true greatness and in unity 
of spirit and purpose. 

It seems to have been given to the British, people to step into the new 


and unpeopled portions of the earth, and into some of the older but less en- 
lightened countries, and establish order and good government, provide mod- 
ern means of communication and education, and then, when the people have 
advanced far enough, to entrust them with the direction of their own affairs 
And every step taken in the carrying out of this great British policy may well 
be welcomed.

Germans Will Build Big Airship 


Soon to Begin Work on Dreadnought 
: Type for U.S, Navy 

German engineers and workmen 
who were forbidden by the ariistice 
to. continue the- construction of air- 
ships are expected soon to begin work 
on the dreadnought type of Zeppelin 
for the United States navy. 

The new airship will be the largest 
in the world and will require six 
months to buiid. The United States 
| will supply a part of the row ma- 
terials. _ United States. officers will 
design the construction and dimcen- 
|} sions of the motors, “which sre ex- 
pected to produce a speed hitherto un- 
attained in this type of aireraft,

Making Bread . 
At Home 


BY LORETTO C, LYNCH 


An Acknowledged Expert 
All ‘Matters Pertaining to 
Household Managements 


Too miahy young housekeepers will 
attempt to make most anything. ex- 
cept bread, Yet, the making of a 
couple of loaves of bread is far less 
complicated than the making of even 
a simple cake. 

Suppose you try to make a couple 
of loaves. You will want two tin 
loaf-pans, These will cost about 
fifteen cents each, ._Ydu will like to 
have a large mixing bowl and the 
usual half-pint measuring cup and 
standard tea and tablespoons. 

In using yeast, follow directions. 
Remember that yeast is a plant. In 
order to live and grow it requires 
food, air, heat, moisture. Like the 
mushroom, it requires no light. In 
growing, yeast gives off bubbles of 
gas, and this gas makes the bread 
rise. If you pour boiling water on 
your cake of yeast instead of the luke- 
warm water the recipe calls for, you 
will kill it just as surely as you would 
kill a delicate little fern. And once 
killed, it will not make the bread rise. 

To make two loaves of white bread, 
into the mixing bowl put one level 
teaspoon of salt, the same quantity 
of sugar and half a tablespoon of but- 
ter or lard. ‘Pour half a cupéof hot 
water over these ingredients. 

When the butter is melted, pour in 
half a cup of cold water. Stir half 
a-ecake 6f compressed yeast in two 
tablespoons of lukewarm water until 
it may be poured. Test the liquid in 
the mixing bowl to ascertain if it is 
just -lukewarm. This may be done 
by létting a drop fall on the tender 
part of the wrist. If right in tem- 
perature, add the yeast mixture. Then 
beat in enough flour to make a batter. 
Beat this for several minutes to help 
incorporate the air flecessary for the 
growth of. the yeast. Then add 
enough more flour to make a dough 
stiff enough to be-handled. 

Toss on a lightly floured board, and 
with floured hands knead in enough 
flour so that when the douglivis press- 
ed in with the finger it quickly re- 
bounds, as does a rubber ball. Rough- 
ly, about three minutes’ kneading will 
be required for this quantity. About 
one-fourth cup of flour will be requir- 
ed for kneading in after the dough is 
on the board.

Let rise either over night or about 
seven ‘hours during the day. Then 
reknead, shape into loaves and place 
in well greased pans. Let rise in a 
warm—pnot hot—place for about half 
an hour, Bake in a hot oven about 
forty-five minutes, turning the loaves 
frequently so that they may brown 
evenly. Greasing over the top of the 
loaf before baking aids in giving the 
much desired crisp, brown crust. 
The first mixing takes about ten 
minutes after one has a little prac- 
tice, and the second kneading and 
shaping takes about five minutes,

Planning Flight Across Pacific 


Former Air Force Member Hopes to 
Make Trip 

That a ‘Trans-Pacific aerial service 
in the near future is a possibility, is 
the opinion of J, Roach, formerly of 
the Royal Air Force, His record 
overseas was an enviable one, and 
more than one enemy plane has been 
placed to his credit. It is his inten- 
tion to qualify for commertcial flying 
in Canada, and as soon as his course 
is completed, he will secure from 
Mauriece-Farman Aeroplanes 
Rouen, France, a type of 
suitable for the purpose. 

The Trans-Pacific route would prob- 
ably be north along the B.C. coast >» 
a point in Alaska. From there to the: 
Aleutian Islands, across the Behring 
Sea to the Kamohatka Peninsula and 
south dlong the Asiatic coast-line to 
Japanese and Chinese points. Fuel 
stations would be arranged for at dis- 
tances of from 5000 to 1,000 miles, 
supplies -of all kinds being obtainable 
at these points. An effort will be 
made to secure the co-operation of 
those countries immediately affected 
by this service, ; 

Mr. Roach is confident that the in- 
itial steps of this great movement will 
be taken within a year. He says the 
speed at which the world of aéronau- 
ties is moving calls for a drastic 
change in the immediate future in the 
system of world-wide transportation 
and hopes that this development, em- 
anating on Canadian sofl and backed 
by Canadian finance will be realized, 
placing thé Dominion once again in 
the foreground of modern, progress.
